I have conferred with Larry Andrews and Stephen Tzhone and the following is our recommendation. 
 The costs incurred by ATSDR at the Arkwood site during the period of March 1, 2013 – February
 28, 2014 are recoverable by EPA, and should be billed to PRP, even though the billing cycle for
 these costs has passed.  The fact that ATSDR submitted its supplemental bill after the billing
 cycle for the March 1, 2013- February 28, 2014 costs to PRP will only require an explanation
 to be included in the cover letter for the next bill for the pay period March 1, 2014 – February
 28, 2015 to be sent soon to the PRP.      
 
Please proceed to include the supplemental bill from the ATSDR for costs incurred during March 1,
 2013 – February 28, 2014 in the next bill to the PRP for the period March 1, 2014 – February 28,
 2015 to be mailed soon.  Please include an explanation that the supplemental cost package from
 ATSDR involves recoverable costs, but was submitted to EPA after the billing cycle for the costs, and
 are included with the current costs for the billing period March 1, 2014 – February 28, 2015.

A supplemental cost documentation package for costs from March 1, 2013 – February 28,
 2014, was received from ATSDR in the amount of $362.91 on December 11, 2014. This
 package was received after we billed the PRP on June 4, 2014. Normally the costs would have
 been included in that last bill; however, since it is a supplemental package, I am requesting
 the team to determine whether or not these costs should be included in this current bill. We
 are in the process of billing the PRP for $344,560.82 for the timeframe of March 1, 2014 –
 February 28, 2015. Generally once a timeframe has been billed, we do not send supplemental
 bills for additional costs.
 
Please let me know how we should proceed and if the $362.91 supplemental ATSDR costs
 should be included. There are; however, documented ATSDR costs of $8,801.81 included in
 the current total costs to be billed. Attached is the ATSDR supplemental cost package. Please
 let me know if we need to meet to discuss. Otherwise, we are prepared to move forward with
 sending the oversight bill.
